A passnge in his speech which was 
particularly applauded was on this

“All parties and all Governments 
must share the blame for that, But 
to-day when the Opposition have 
renllsed the situation and ure pro- 
pared to play thelr part in the pre- 
parations for defence, instead of 
damning them, praise them for a 
worthy and stutesmanlike act.” 

There is'no douht that a very big 
section of opinion In Cardlff would 
very much like to see’ Mr. Thomns 
as thelr member in Parliament, and 
it may yet be that Mr. Thomas will 
return to the House of Commons vin 
Cardiff.

The San Francisco Chronicle says 
that the war js diverting the major 
portion of the tourist trade to Aus- 
tralin and: New Zealand. 

Five: hundred tourists, «who 
had booted to Visit “the Far 
East in December, have alterect 
thelr itinerary and have book- 
ed for Australin. Several hun- 
dred who had booked by Empress 
Miners - from. Vancouver thts month, 
have changed over to the stenmer 
Aorangi, which is going to New Zea- 
land, 

The Chronicle estimates that 3,000 
tourists wha would have left at Van- 
couver in Empress liners for the Enst 
will end thelr cruise at Honolulu 
instead of contiruing on to Japan, 
Shanghal and Hongkong. 

Four large round-the-world ctulse 
liners have been diverted from the 
Far East to Australia. They are the 
Bremen, third largest. ship in the 
world, the Empress of Britain, which 
will miss Hongkong for the first time 
in seven years, the Reliance and the 
Franconia. 
but it emphatically will not enhance 
the influence of the Press.

~ CHAMPION OF 
PEACE 


To-lay millions’ of people are 
remembering witha stab of pain 
and bitterness, perhaps, the 
Armistice which ended a car- 
nage in Europe. It stems fit- 
ting that a thought be spared 
for one of those who fought so 
courageously for peace; who so 
hated war that he-vas. willing to 
sacrifice to end it, his career, his 
position, his friends, and prob- 
ably his life—Ramsay Mac- 
Donaki, He must have suffered 
a form of crucifixion for his 
ideals. His _life, like the late 
Lord Snowden’s, must have been 
filed with pain so that even 
those. who most detested his 
attitude Telt pity for the loncly. 
abandoned = figure—still the 
idealist—in 1931 after his fall 
trom power.. But in spite of 
disappointments ainda dis- 
heartening record of failure in 
the House of Commons as Prime 
Minister, Mr. MacDonald was 
still the servant of his country. 
His quality was recognised, 
moreover, by the very men 
whom he ‘had fought so bitterly 
in polities, and he remained in 
the so-called Nationalist Govern- 
ment, though without the power 
he once commanded, until the 
end. He could never have been 
a popular man with the masses, 
for he left too great 4 chasm 
between himself and his former 
Labour allies when he joined the 
Nationa] Cabinet which the pre- 
sent Lord Baldwin led. And 
there were always thousands 
who could never forgive his 
pacifism as long as he lived, or 
forget that he had outspokenly 
opposed the constant laying of 
wreaths on the graves of “Un- 
known Soldiers.” But on this 
day: they should forget their pre- 
judices, those who did not like 
Mr. MacDonald,’ and remember 
that -all he sought wads the 
eradication of the ‘hatred which 
outlived a war he could not pre- 
vent. -Ho wanted people to for- 
get the, blood lust of 1914-1918 
rand the preaching of mass mur- 
der. He wanted them to forget 
their “Unknown Soldiers,” in 
the sense of forgetting old in- 
juries and grievances. Never 
by word or deed did he ever show 
disrespect for the men -who had 
served their country andj died 
for its cause. 2 


Mr. MacDonald wanted to 
abandon the policy of ententes 
and alliances which had so long, 
in‘his view, proved not only 
worthless as defensive measures 


NE _ hundred and

What of civil aviation? * 

The term “civil aviation” ia too 
wide. We must distinguish be- 
tween the amateur pilot who 
crashes while flying solo, and 
the professional pilot to whose 
care the passengers of an air 
liner are committed. 


* There has not been this year a 
single denth among passengers 
or crew of any air liner flying on 
air routes in Great Britain. 


Three Imperial Airways liners 
have crashed abroad. 

Capricornus, one of the new 
Empire flying boats, ran into a 
blizzard over France while on 
her maiden voyage to Egypt in’ 
March. Five of the six on board 
perished, 4 

Here the pilot should have 
turned back rather than risk fly- 
ing through such weather.

Another Imperial Airways 
airplane fell and was burned out, 
also in March, near Cologne. 
Three persons wera killed, all

“Much as we wish to co-operate 
with the Americans, thelr keenness 
for supremacy Is imperiiilng Britlsh 
alr interests in the Pacific. 

“Britain should follow ‘a definite 
co-ordinated policy, in co-operation 
with the Americans, if possible, in 
regard to reciprocal concessions, to 
ensure that we are not ‘pushed out 
“of the alr’ In the Pacific.

The 
facade of the godown bore large holes 
as a result of the barrage from the 
srunboat which lasted an hour, and 
last night’s duel which started when 
the Japunese attempted to land down 
the ‘river by the edye of the boom on 
the Pootung side in order to bring 
artillery Into position to shell Nantao 
from point blatike range.. However, 
the Chinese fire drove off the 
Japanese landing party. 


May Open Boom

I had a very interesting talk 
with a school mistress on the

Most of us are human enough to be 
pleased when we are pratsed, but we 
do. not suffer for it. And I feel that 
no harm should be done to the schoo!- 
girls so long ns they preserve a sense 
of proportion and do not begin to 
have a bloated sense of their own 
importance. 

There js no reason why praise 
should not’be given to a schoolgir) 
if she distinguishes herself on the 
hockey field. She is liable to- be just 
as quickly condemned if she gives a 
bad display. 

Competitive hockey played by any 
tenm calls for comment, and if school 
mistresses dislike the attitude taken 
by their pupils—a falr one, it seems 
to me—they should have them with- 
drawn from such competitions. 

Up to a certain extent, “swell- 
headedness” does no harm at all. 
It reveals confidence in oneself, a 
quality which helps not only in ‘the 
field of sport but also.in studies and 
later in life. . 

I feel that no harm at oll fs belng 
done by the newspaper reports. Give 
the girls n chance. If they are due 
praise, Iet them have. it; they 
generally have to earn it. Teachers 
and parents congratulate schoolgirls 
upon thelr successes in examinations; 
why should not newspaper critics 
Rive the girls o big hand when they 
distinguish themselves in sport? I 
am all for it, so long as it is not over-

"In accordance with this decision 
military courts for the whole of 
Palesiine, consisting of a Prealdent, 
who will be aon officer of field rank, 
and two other officers, will be set 
‘up for the trinl of the following 
offences: 4 ase 

First, the discharge of firearms at 
any person—punishable by death; 

Second, the’carrylng of arms, bombs 
ete.—punishable by death; 

Third, causing sabotage ard intlml- 
dation. 

Sentences of the milltary court will 
be ‘subject to confirmation by the 
Genera! OMcer_ Commariding — the 
‘British troops in Palestine and Trans. 
Jordan from whose Qecision there 
will be no appeal. 

The OMcer Administering the 
Government wishes it to be under- 
stood beyond doubt that these 
decisions have been prompted ‘entire- 
ly by reasons of public security and 
not because there has been any {allure 
on the part of the civil courts which 
will continue to deal with all offences 
save those mentioned. ; 

The institution of these military 
courts together with the enhanced 
penalties, Is designed solely to cx- 
pedite the opcration of emergency 
regulations for the suppression of the 
present campaign of terrorism ond 
sabotage which It is the determination 
of the Government to exterminate—

IRAQI PROTEST 


London, Nov. 10. 

Questloned in the House of Com- 
mons about an alleged protest: by the 
Iraqi Government regarding Pales- 
tine, Lord Cranborne said the British 
Government had received various 
communications from the — Iraqi 
Government as from other Arab 
‘governments. stating their views, 
which were well known, regarding 
polley and action In Palestine. The 
British Government. was responsible 
not to any other foreign government 
but to the League of. Nations for ils 
administration of Palestine in general,

They are armed with modern 
wveapons and pre reported to be 
well organised and under competent 
lendership. " 

In 10 districts of northern Honan 
alone there are some 300,000 
volunteers who bave joined hands 
with the main body of Chinesc 
troops, ; 

The movement Ss spreading ile 
wildfire in central, north and west 
Hopel where the volunteers hate 
assisted the Chinese forces In the 
capture of a number of towns, 

In the vicinity of Paoting there 
are 6,000 volunteers who are ail well 
armed and organised. In another 
district 5,000 valuntcers are stunding 
by for orders to proceed against the 
Japanese. 

Two thousand 
fighters are scattered in the Pelping- 
Tientsin orca and are causing 
considerable anxiety to the Japancse.
